Riders on board 
with new ‘L* cars 

It was classic CTA. With some fanfare, Red Line riders piled onto the 
new CTA rail cars Monday morning for the cars’ first trip with paying 
customers. 

And then nothing. 

The brakes wouldn’t release on one of the cars and the train didn’t 
leave the 95th Street Red Line stop. Riders shuffled off the train and 
onto another one waiting at the platform. 

But as is the case sometimes on the CTA, the second time was the 
charm. The new rail cars chugged out of the station 10 minutes later 
with a new set of riders. 

Going Public rode in a new rail car on the Red Line from 95th 
Street to the Howard stop and back again. The brake malfunction was 
one of few glitches in the rail cars’ debut Monday morning. A set of 
doors on the train’s first southbound trip wouldn’t close on one of the 
cars so riders were not allowed to use that set of doors. 

Nevertheless, riders raved about the train’s smooth ride and 
cleanliness and new amenities such as security cameras and elec- 
tronic signs. 

The new seating arrangement, which include rows of seats that face 
the aisle, got mixed reviews. 

“I don’t like the seats,” said Briya Anand, 27. The North Sider said 
she prefers the current seating arrangement because it’s easier to look 
out the window. 

Bombardier Transportation, which manufactures the cars, said 20 
to 30 more passengers could be squeezed into the new cars compared 
with the current cars, according to the Tribune. 

But CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor said capacity will be the 
same because the cars are the same size; they simply have been recon- 
figured. 

Lonnie Hester, 25, of the Roseland area, said he liked the new 
setup. 

“There’s more room,” he said. “It was a really smooth ride.” 

The cars still are in testing mode and will be for the rest of the 
year. A train composed of eight rail cars is being tested on the Red 
Line. The cars will be tested on each line eventually, the CTA said. 

Once testing is complete, the CTA expects to replace the oldest 
cars in the fleet, on the Blue, Green and Purple lines, with the new 
cars. 

Kenya Atwater of the South Loop said she approves of the new 
cars, especially the addition of seven security cameras on each car and 
the placement of the seats. 

“They’re not all bunched up,” said Atwater, 22. “You don’t have to 
wake someone up to get off the train.”

K2 GROWING IN POPULARITY IN CITY 
AS LAWMAKERS MOVE TO OUTLAW IT

At Secrets, a Lakeview head shop, it’s displayed 
behind glass and sold in a silver packet. 

A few doors down at Amigos and Us, it’s among 
the Grateful Dead lighters. 

The product is K2, the newest “it” drug, and 
at the moment it’s totally legal. Officials say the 
smokable, herbal blend is growing in popularity in 
Chicago. 

Although sales numbers for K2 are difficult to 
determine, a stroll through at least one Chicago 
neighborhood turns up a readily available supply 
of the product. 

At least three Lakeview head shops on Clark 
Street just north of Belmont Avenue sell K2. 
Workers at these head shops declined to com- 
ment on the record about K2 because of lack of 
knowledge about the herbs or fear of bad pub- 
licity 

K2 has come under fire from Illinois lawmakers, 
who have moved to ban the blend, which is being 
called “legal pot.” The state House passed legisla- 
tion last month that would classify K2 as a con- 
trolled substance. The bill awaits Senate approval. 
Kansas last month became the first state to ban K2. 


“We got to get out ahead of the curve,” said 
state Rep. Raymond Poe, a Springfield Republi- 
can who sponsored the Illinois legislation. “We’re 
just trying to protect people a little bit against 
themselves.” 

There’s been little research about K2, which 
has been sold as incense or potpourri since 2006, 
according to reports. The name K2 draws its ori- 
gins from the mountain in Asia that’s the second- 
highest peak on Earth, because the drug gets us- 
ers high, according to a newspaper in Missouri, 
where at least three municipalities have banned 
the substance. The drug seems to have become 
trendy recently in Illinois. 

Anthony Burda, chief specialist for the Illi- 
nois Poison Center, said the center first started 
receiving calls about K2 late last year. But in the 
last six to eight weeks, the center has fielded 20 
to 30 calls, mostly from emergency room doctors, 
Burda said. 

Burda said the patients, typically in their late 
teens or early 20s, were experiencing anxiety, 
agitation, rapid heart rate, elevated blood pres- 
sure, nausea and/or confusion. In the cases he’s 
handled, Burda said, the patients usually recover 
in four to eight hours. 


Strains of K2 contain different but similar in- 
gredients, according to the Drug Enforcement 
Administration. One ingredient, HU-210, is struc- 
turally similar to THC, the active ingredient in 
marijuana. HU-210 is, however, 100 to 800 times 
more potent than THC, according to the DEA. 

The most common active ingredient in K2, 
JWH-018, was first synthesized in the 1990s by 
Clemson University scientist John Huffman. 
JWH-018, named for Huffman’s initials, is about 
10 times more potent than THC, Huffman told 
RedEye. He added that the substance should be 
banned because of its dangerous use— but at a fed- 
eral, not a state level. 

If it became law, the Illinois legislation would 
ban substances with JWH-018. HU-210 already 
is a Schedule I controlled substance, according 
to the DEA. Other Schedule 1 narcotics include 
LSD and heroin. 

In Chicago, K2 is sold in small packets under la- 
bels such as K2 Summit and Pep Pourri. K2 Sum- 
mit, a 3-gram packet, sells for $60 in three Chi- 
cago head shops and about $35 on the Internet. 
The Chicago retail price is about three times the 
cost of a similar amount of marijuana in Chicago, 
according to Chicago police.

In mice, one 
of the K2 ingredients has been 
found to decrease overall activ- 
ity and body temperature, to re- 
lieve pain and cause catalepsy, 
an affliction characterized by 
muscle rigidity, the DEA says. 

THE BUZZ 

MARIJUANA: The DEA classi- 
fies marijuana as a Schedule I 
substance because of its high 
potential for abuse. Other 
Schedule I narcotics include 
LSD and heroin. In Illinois, the 
House is considering a bill that 
would create a pilot program 
to allow patients with “debili- 
tating condition” to possess six 
marijuana plants. The legisla- 
tion, which passed the Senate 
last year 30-28, has been sit- 
ting in the House for months. 
K2: Unlike marijuana, the typi- 
cal active ingredient in K2 is 
not controlled under the fed- 
eral Controlled Substances 
Act, according to the DEA. In 
Illinois, House lawmakers ap- 
proved a bill last month with 
a 112-0 vote that would make 
K2 an illegal controlled sub- 
stance. It is awaiting action in 
the Senate.

Meteorite hunter hands over 
celestial object to Field Museum

To protect landowners’ privacy; meteorite 
hunters such as Terry Boudreaux simply refer 
to them by number: Farmer No. i. Farmer No. 
2. Farmer No. 3. 

The Wisconsin farmers were happy to 
oblige when the Lake Forest collector and 
others began asking to wade through their 
cornfields Thursday But by Monday after 
four days of searching, some farmers were los- 
ing patience with the scientists and amateur 
collectors who descended on them after a me- 
teor exploded in the northern Midwest sky 
last week. 

The valuable meteorites have not been 
found as quickly as expected— of the few the 
hunters will discuss, the largest is roughly half 
a pound. And this week is prime planting time 
in the area, which means the window of op- 
portunity for crisscrossing fields looking for 
treasure is fast slamming shut. 

The polite hunters who ask permission 
have a better chance the farmers will delay 
planting— at least for another two weeks or 
so, farmers say 

Boudreaux, a 49 -year-old retired health 
care industry executive who donated one of 
the finds to the Field Museum on Monday, 
said he had spent hours with the farmers off 
the field, talking over beers about the science 
of the meteoric fireball. 


He’s heading back to give a promised pre- 
sentation on meteors to the students of a 
school where one farmer’s wife works— and 
to search for some more space stones. 

At this point, not enough of the rocks have 
turned up to establish the parameters of the 
area in which most of the meteor debris would 


have fallen, experts said. Meteorite hunters 
also haven’t discovered the initial impact area, 
where the largest pieces usually are found. 

“This is detective work, "fou’re hot and thirsty 
and tired, but it’s worth it,” Boudreaux said after 
he gave his 48 -gram meteorite to the Field Mu- 
seum at a ceremony Monday morning.

Investigators: Video 
shows safety failure 

A video camera on board the 
Amtrak train that struck and 
killed a motorist at a University 
Park crossing shows that the 
gates, flashing lights and bells did 
not activate, federal and state in- 
vestigators said Monday.

Officials green-light 
new Wrigley sign 

City officials have approved the 
Cubs’ revised plan for a contro- 
versial Toyota sign at Wrigley 
Field. 

The plan, which city officials 
made available to the Tribune 
on Monday, places the proposed 
sign directly behind the left-field 
seats, leaving room for a walk- 
way. In the initial plan, the sign 
was attached to the ballpark’s 
outer wall. 

Because the illuminated sign 
now is considered an interior 
feature, the plan was approved 
Friday. 


Explosives found 
in professor’s home 

A Rush University biochemis- 
try professor told police that 
homemade explosives found 
in his home simply were made 
to celebrate July Fourth, but his 
girlfriend told them he made the 
devices to trade for drugs, au- 
thorities say. 

Police responded to Marcello 
DelCarlo’s home on the Near 
West Side on Sunday after his girl- 
friend called police, saying he had 
threatened to strike her and had 
shaken her violently, Assistant 
State’s Attorney Erin Antonietti 
said at a bond hearing Monday.

Gun activists talk and load 



ARLINGTON, Va. Carrying loaded 
pistols and unloaded rifles, doz- 
ens of gun-rights activists got as close as 
they could Monday to the nation’s capi- 
tal while still bearing arms and delivered 
what they said was a simple message: 
Don’t tread on me. 

Hundreds of like-minded but unarmed 
counterparts carried out a separate rally in 
the nation’s capital. 

The gun-carrying protesters in Virginia 
rallied on national park land, which is legal 
thanks to a new law signed by President 


Obama that allows guns in national parks. 
Organizers said it’s the first armed rally in a 
national park since the law passed. 

The District of Columbia’s strict gun 
laws, however, generally make it illegal to 
carry a handgun, so rally participants there 
were unarmed. 

Daniel Almond, who organized the “Re- 
store the Constitution” rally in Virginia, 
said he wanted to convene in a place where 
“we can exercise our rights.” He pointed 
in the direction of Washington and said, 
“Over there, the Constitution is being vio- 


lated in that we cannot bear arms.” 

Among the speakers in Virginia was 
former Alabama Minutemen leader Mike 
Vanderboegh, who has been denounced in 
recent weeks after calling for citizens to 
throw bricks through the windows of local 
Democratic party headquarters across the 
country Several such incidents occurred 
after Vanderboegh issued his call. 

“We are done backing up. Not one more 
inch,” he said to cheers, after telling the 
crowd that for too long Americans have 
acquiesced at the loss of liberty

Lie low, don’t talk, just play

Forget Batman. Never mind 
Spider-Man. The real man 
of mystery wears a mask but 
catches pucks, not criminals, for a living. 

His name is Antti Niemi, and he and his Black- 
hawks teammates already are tired of talking about 
the one topic that just about every hockey fan in 
Chicago still knows little about: Antti Niemi. 

“I don’t know why you guys are asking me so many 
questions about him,” Hawks captain Jonathan 
Toews said with a hint of exasperation in his voice. 
“We know he’s going to play great, just like every guy 
here.” 


A reporter in the same locker room asks Niemi if he’s been 
enjoying all the attention he’s been getting. 

“No,” Niemi quickly replied before turning his attention 
back to his gym bag. 

The Stanley Cup-starved city of Chicago expects a lot from 
this young-gunning, big-scoring Hawks team, but the fate of 
the team could fall on the shy shoulders of the Finnish im- 
port, who was installed as goaltender March 28 after veteran 
Cristobal Huet faltered down the stretch. 

Because the 26 -year-old Niemi has served as the No. 1 goal- 
tender for less than a month and was playing for the Rockford 
IceHogs at this time last year, many Hawks fans might have 
questioned how the inexperienced Niemi would perform 
during the franchise’s quest for its first title in 49 years. 

Through two games of the first-round series against Nash- 
ville, Niemi’s been a mixed bag. He allowed a shaky, momen-

tum-shifting goal in a Game i loss but re- 
deemed himself with a shutout Sunday in 
Game 2. 

And there is evidence he will be fine the 
rest of the way Niemi finished the regular 
season 26-7-4 with seven shutouts — tied 
for third in the NHL — a 2.25 goals-against 
average and a .912 save percentage. He’s 
also been somewhat of a streak buster, 
racking up four of his shutouts in games 
following a loss. 

“The main thing is that I’ve been in 
games and getting more confident with 
playing,” Niemi said of his regular-season 
success. 

Toews agreed. 

“I wouldn’t say he’s ever looked uncom- 
fortable in the net, but I’m sure he’s more 
experienced and comfortable after all the 
games he’s played,” he said. “We know 
what we’re going to get from him every 
night and that’s no percent effort.” 

“He played very well down the stretch 
for us, and he took the advantage of the 
opportunity to play consecutive games,” 
Hawks coach Joel Quenneville said. 

With his blond hair, steady blue eyes 
and boyish features, Niemi shares a pass- 
ing resemblance to Matt Damon, but his 
demeanor is all Clint Eastwood— stoic 
and serious with an occasional burst of 
dry humor. 

“I think I’m going to be able to sleep,” 
Niemi said before Game 1 with barely a 
crack of a smile. “With some pills.” 

Part of his reluctance to bask in the 
spotlight might be attributed to the lan- 
guage barrier. Niemi has spent most of his 
career in his native Finland, and his English 
is a work in progress. 


Niemi also carries himself with a humil- 
ity that might have something do with his 
history Before he caught on with the SM- 
Liiga professional hockey league in Fin- 
land, Niemi drove a Zamboni before and 
after practices to help make ends meet. 

Three years later, Niemi’s improving 
play caught the eye of a Hawks scout. He 
eventually signed as an undrafted free 
agent with Chicago in 2008, but Niemi’s 
chances at starting in goal looked like a 
long shot, especially after the team signed 
Huet. 

At the start of this season, however, 
Niemi beat out Corey Crawford for the 
backup role and passed the slumping Huet 


on the depth chart as the season wore on. 

“I knew for some time it was possible 
{to start], but I really didn’t see it coming 
before the season,” Niemi said. “It’s come 
real fast ...” 

That’s where his voice begins to drift. 
Niemi is not eager to talk about his Kurt 
Warner-like rise to pro hockey’s elite or 
much else about himself. 

“I’d rather keep in my place and just 
know that other people know,” he said. “I 
like to keep quiet about it.” 

If he continues to play the way he did 
in Game 2, it won’t matter how quiet he 
is. His performance will say everything he 
won’t.

In all of last year, we saw just one wine bar open: Rootstock in Humboldt 
Park. This year, our glass already is half-full thanks to two wine bars 
making their debut: 2-month-old Blue Star and i -week-old Vintage 338. 
Though choosing which bar you’ll want to sip at depends on which Park 
you prefer to hang in— Wicker or Lincoln— both have a Mediterranean 
slant and helpful staff that will gladly guide you to your next favorite grape.

Options range from 
a $5 shiraz-cab blend from Penfolds Rawson’s Retreat in Australia to a fruity 
Belle Glos pinot noir rose from Santa Barbara, Calif., for $15. Wine pairings 
are listed beside entrees without prices, so if you don’t cross-reference the 
price list, it’s easy to do what we did and unintentionally order the most ex- 
pensive glass of wine on the menu.
